940,640,400, an increase since last night 
of $189,283,700, which is the biggest 
day’s business ever recorded since the 
third loan campaign ‘opened four 
weeks ago. It was said additional sub- 


scriptions obtained after reports were, 


filed might send the total above three 
billion. ° . 
Campaign Closes at Midnight. 

The campaign will close officially at 
midnight Saturday, looal time, and most 
of the country’s 27,000 banks »will re- 
main open through the evening to ac- 
commodete - procrastinating bond buy- 
ers. Without doubt, the day wili be the 
biggest of the campaign, for, as in the 
last two loans, big business interests 
have waited until almost the final hour 
to file thetr subscriptions, and thou- 
sands of small bond buyers have put 
off entering their names.on the honor 
rail. The total dleb will ‘be boosted to- 

orrow by the 
tees already made but not supported 
by initial payments, and consequently 
not officially reported. 

Treasury officials tonight apparently 
were not over hopeful that the loan 
would run to four billions or more, and 
therefore they were insistent that cam- 
paign committees tomorrow get every 
possible subscription or re-subscription 
to help the government meet the huge 
expenses looked for in the next few 
months. 

The headquarters review again has 
emphasized that it is necessary to pay 
only & per cent of the subscription 
when the pledge is entered, the balance 
to be paid by installments later. Banks 
universally have made arrangements 
for selling $50 bonds for $5 cash and 
$5 @: month, or $100 bonds for-$10 cash 
and $10 a month.

Washington, May 8.—Simultanously 
with the announcement today that 
233,000 men from forty-five states had 
been called to join ghe colors in May. 
Secretary Baker indicated the scope 
of the government’s plans for increas- 
ing its fighting strength, by stating 
that congress had been asked to ap- 
propriate approximately $15,000,000,000 
for the army for the next fiscal year. 
That amount is exclusive of funds pro- 
vided in the fortification bill, which 
| not only covers coast defenses, but, as 
a rule, prpvides the bulk of heavy field 
ordnance, 

Last year the army estimates aggre- 
gated $6,000,000,000 to pay for a force 
of 1,500,000 men, which has already 
been exceeded. 

The call for a quarter of a million 
during May goéds to all states except 
California, Oregon and- Nevada, which, 
with the District of Columbia, already 
have supplied so large a part of their 
quota that it was decided not to in- 
clude them this time. The movement 
in most states will begin May 25 and 
will be completed in five days. By this 
order the war department abandons its 


plan of assembling men in even month=~ 


ly increments of approximately 100,- 
000. Under the original program it 
was intended to call out not to exceed 
860,000 men during 1918. The call for 
150,000 in April and 283,000 this month 
will bring out in two months half of 
the number originally contemplated 
for the year. Officials made it clear 
that it now is the purpose to mobilize 
all the men for whom equipment and 
training facilities can be provided.

Mr. Goldsmith, who has been in the 
service of the city continuously for 
forty-five years, has been the unde- 
feated incumbent of the ctmptroller’s 
office since that department of the 
city was created in 1889, and had been 
before that time a city official, serving, 
first, as a councilman, then as city 
treasurer, and, finally, before taking 
the office of comptroller, 
eral terms as city clerk. 

His record of efficiency is attested 
by the fact that his department of the 
city government has been designated 
by the United States statistical branch 
of the census; bureau as one of the 


five model accounting systems in the} 
‘country, and his popularity as an offi- 
,cer is proven by the fact that he has 


never been defeated for the office he 
now holds. 
Falling Eyesight. 

Failing eyesight is given by Mr. 
Goldsmith as the reason for his de- 
cision to vacate the office he has held 
so long. Although he is 83 years of 
age, he is in an almost perfect state of 
physical health, with the exception of 
the growing dimness of his eyes, caused 
by cataracts, and he expressed the 
conviction that as he was called upon 
to sign checks for millions of dollars 
for the Atlanta city government, he 
should be in perfect possession of his 
vision. ;

A draft call, considered by military 
Authorities to be the best offer ever 
made to Georgia registered men, was 
issued Friday in an order to local 
boards by Major Joel B. Mallet. 

By its provisions 250 Georgia boys 
are to be entrained for Athens, Ga., on 
May 16, there to go into special. train- 
ing for preferred army positions. Next 
to a draft for officers, the proposed in- 


’ ducti®n will be the most favorable that 


could be made. 

Only men who have had a grammar 
school education and who have particu- 
lar adaptability for mechanical or elec- 
drical work, together with some expe- 
rience, will be called in this quota. They 
must all be white men and qualified 


_for general military service. 


Their destination at Athens, Ga, will 
be the University of Georgia, and the 
order provides, in regard to their call. 
as follows: 

The men selected for this service wil]! 
receive a course of training at govern- 
ment expense fitting them to serve in 
army positions requiring knowledge of 
yadio operating, blacksmithing, car- 
pentry, electricity, automobile repair- 
ing and other mechanical duties inci- 
dent to many kinds of military service. 
both at the front and behind the lines. 
The men taking the course will receive 
thorough instruction which will be of 
great personal value in working their 


way ahead, both in the army and in 
civil life. 


™ The draft will be voluntary, unless 


sufficient men do not volunteer, and, 
judging by the number which have al- 
ready agreed to volunteer for service, 
more than the number will apply.

Makes Final Report. 


After 72 days spent in the actual re- 
eras of testimony, ending in a record 
(of 7,675 pages of oral testimony, and 
‘approximately 35,000 pages of exhibits, 
i'with 1,425 pages of typewritten and 
iprinted briefs by -counsel, the commis- 
,Sion entered upon a study of the record 
and final consideration of the case and 
has made its final report and decision 
in a 74-page printed book. 

Prior to the final report, however, a 
tentative report was made last Novem- 
ber so that people affected might bring 
in opinions upon it. 

The decision presents a new classifi- 
cation, changes in tariffs, new group- 
ings, etc. 

It is essentially a “new adjustment” 
;and contemplates a “reasonable in- 
(crease in the intrastate revenues of: 
|Georgia carriers.” In promulgating it, } 
| the commission says: | 

“The commission does this with the! 
conviction that marked and beneficial | 
progress has been made toward secur- 
ing an adjustment fair to shippers and 
carriers and decidedly more in line with 
traffic conditions and requirements of 
labor. ‘ 

“The commission will be diligent in 
its observations of the practical work- 
ings of the revision, and _ will also 
promptly inquire into matters of this 
character brought to its attention by 
either shippers or carriers. 


Reasonable Increase. 


“The new adjustment as heretofore 
stated contemplates a reasonable in- 
creaes in the intrastate revenues. of 
Georgia carriers. The commission has 
already given its reasons for believing 
that some increase was really necés.- 
sary. 

“Tt should be borne in mind that the 
strictly intrastate freight traffic of the 
principal carriers of Georgia constitutes 
only 15 per cent of their total business 
in Georgia, and only this business is 
‘affected by our action.” 
| The reasons of the commission for 
believing an increase necessary are con- 
‘tained in the following passage:

MISGUIDED ADVICE. 


A meéeting, said to be one of Georgia 
farmers, and not widely attended, went on 
record a few days ago, in Atlanta, as being 
opposed to local county taxation for educa- 
tional purposes, and in favor of school main- 
tenance only by state appropriation. 

This is reactionary, misguided advice, 
which, if followed, would condemn many of 
the “country” counties of Georgia to a con- 
tinuance of thg educational disadvantages 
under which they have been struggling ever 


since the establishment of the present public ’ 


school system of the state. Such a policy 
would deny to them the privilege of advance- 
ment that comes with the progressive 
method of local taxation. Maa | 

The resolutions express the opinion that 
the system of state-wide taxation is “the 
only falr way for raising the money to sup- 
port our common schools;” that “Georgia is 
able to support the common schools of her 
state to the extent needed”’—whatever that 
means. It is a matter of individual opinion 
as to whether Georgia should continue, 
where it Is today, almost at the bottom of 
the list of states in point of illiteracy. 

The fundamental error in the resolutions 
lies -in the statement that local taxation is 
intended to supplant state-wide aid. 

Nothing could be farther from the truth. 

Nobody would discontinue state-wide aid 
for the schools. Everybody who favors focal 
county taxation, advocates also help by the 
state to the limit of its ability to aid. 

Local taxation simply supplements what 
the state does and should continue to do. It 
does not supplant state aid. 

The system of local county taxation for 
school purposes was the outgrowth of the 
success of that principle in the cities and 
towns throughout the eountry. The rural 
people saw that the children of the cities 
and towns, whose schools were supported by 
local taxation with. and in addition to state- 
wide aid, were deriving advantages that the 
country: children were not receiving, and 
which they could not receive unless they 
quit the farms and. went to the towns. 

Then the country people began to apply 
the same principle to their own communities, 
until now, in about fifty Georgia counties, 
the country schools are being operated under 
relatively the same conditions and with the 
same degree of efficiency as are those of the 
cities and towns. 

In those fifty counties the standard of 
education is so far in advance of that in the 
counties that have not yet adopted the mod- 
ern system that one after another of them 
Is following the others into the progressive, 
local taxation ranks; and not one that;has 
ever gone in has drawn out again or re- 
gretted its action! 

The utter and absolute fallacy of the 
theory that the public schools must be sup- 
ported exclusively by state-wide taxation—a 


‘thing which exists in no other state in the 


union—is shown in the fact that if every 
penny raised by state-wide taxation, up to 
the constitutional limit, were applied to 
school purposes, taking every dollar away 
from every other branch of the state admin- 
istrative organization, including all officials’ 
salaries, and the appropriations for alj public 
institutions, charitable and otherwise, our 
country school system would not begin to 


compare in efficiency with that of the cities | 


and towns! 

Reduced to Its last analysis, the motive 
underlying this whole movement against 
local school taxation to supplement state 
aid, is inspired and fostered by a few skin- 
flint landowners and taxpayers on large in- 
terests who place a higher value upon a few 


dollars than upon the physical and intel- 


lectual welfare of the country boys and coun- 
try girls of the counties in which they: live, 
and In which they would have to pay their 
pro rata of special taxes for educational pur 
poses! | 

Some of them have no children, and if 
they had, they would not be dependent upon 
local facilities for their children’s education: 
and they are fighting the county taxation 
policy because they would escape the pay- 
ment of the extra taxes it entails to educate 
the children of the masses. 

The Constitution supports the principle 
in behalf of the rural childhood of this state 
—the boys and the girls of the country, who, 
we maintain, are entitled to something they 
are not getting; who deserve and are en- 
titled to opportunities and educational ad- 
vantages fully on a parity with those en- 
joyed by the boys and the girls of the cities 
and towns; and who can get it in no other 
way than by the local tax system supple- 
menting state aid.

Thrift Work in the 
Atlanta Public Schools

Battle Hill School. 


Our thrift army has been of slow growth. 
The first leap in the number of members 
came when the pretty biue buttons. were 
sent out for all members of the war savings 
secieties; then another increase came when 
the badges for the leaders were seen. Last 
week I announced that on April 380 the 
thrift army would have a parade in the 
neighborhood, and the membership increased 
nearly 10 per cent. Seventy-two per cent of 
the school are now members. 

They are members not merely in name, 
but really workers. ~.Between 80 and 90 per 
cent of them have made the money to buy 
their own thrift stamps, froin little Malvin, 
in the first grade, to George, in the seventh. 
Malvin brought 59 cents to school Monday 
which he had made by selling radishes from 
his own war garden. These small children 
bring their money by pennies for the teacher 
to Keep, till they shall have enough to buy 
a stamp. Hach morning there is a profitable 
arithmetic lesson in the counting of the in- 
dividual amounts on hand. 

The little girls earn their money tn the 
home washing dishes, sweeping, scrubbing, 
carrying milk and tending baby. One little 
12-year-old gets 10 cents a window for 
washing windows; another gets 5 cents. 

One 77-year-old boy raises chickens and 
sells the eggs to father for 6 cents apiece. 
One 9-year-old boy has a small wagon and 
pony, with which he made 50 cents a load 
hauling coal this winter. One has made his 
money sélling junk; another selling garden 
truck and flowers. Dimes and quarters have 
been made this week for excellent marks on 
report cards. 

Some of the large boys have made 25 
cents an hour caddying at the st ‘End 
Golb club on Fridays and Saturdags. Others 
carry the daily papers, or work in the stor 
in the afternoons. Several spend their afters 
noons at the Southern Book depository 
erasing marks from books that are return- 
ed. Nearly all the money thus earned is in- 
vested ” Thrift Stamps.

An appeal was made Thureday night 
before the meeting of the Fulton Coun- 
ty Medical] society by Dr. L. 5. Hardin, of 
the National Council of Defense for 
Georgia, asking all doctors in Atlanta 
anda Fulton county to immediately offer 
themselves for service to Uncle Sam, 
presenting themselves at once for ex- 
amination to Dr. W. C. Lyle, 105 Cap- 


itol Square. 

This appeal applies to all the physt- 
clans in the state as well, and is made 
in order to prevent, if possible, a se- 
lective draft of physicians to meet the 
requirements of the army and navy. 

Georgin’s Quota Nearly 500. 

Georgia's quota of that number of 
between 464 and 500 men, and they 
will be divided into two distinct serv- 
jces, namely, the medical reserve corps, 
into which men will be taken, who 
volunteer and pass the examination as 
to age, physical ability and who are 
not exempted by being in the public 
health or other sé@rvice in which the 
government would prefer not to dis- 
turb them, and the medical service 
corps, into which men will be placed 
who fail to pass the physical test, and 
who are over age, or who have duties 
_ which exempt them from service in 
the reserve corps. Physicians who 
volunteer and who are rejected from 
the medical reserve corps will be given 
gold buttons, showing that they have 
offered their services and will by this 
means be distinguished from the “slack- 
er,” or the man who failed to respond 
to the call. 

The government is endeavoring to 
meet the requirements of the army, 
and at the same ‘time by systematic 
placing of physicians to provide ample 
medical protection to all civilians. 

Questionnaires will be mailed out 
next week to all the doctors in the 
state, numbering about 2,000 men, 
among the “regular” doctors, and 
through this means it is expected that 
every medical man in the state will be 
reached. 

Volunteers Are Urged. 

Dr. Hardin brought the matter of 
“ie maegory tgs for the medical service 
before th® Fulton County Medical so- 
ciety last night at the chamber of com- 
merce, and’appealed to the doctors to 
offer at once for examination, but no 
official action was taken upon the mat- 
ter by the society. 

Other speakers at the meeting of the 
medical society were Dr. Benjamin W. 
Brown, of the United States 
health service, who spoke on the social 
disease question in Atlanta, and Drs. 
I. P. Kennedy, health officer of At- 
lanta, and City Bacteriologist Dr. 
Claude Smith, who spoke on the same 
subject. 

H. A. Van Leerwen, a wounded pri- 
vate of Fort McPherson, who has just 
been returned from the trenches. in 
France, also spoke to the doctors, tell- 
ing them of conditions that came under 
his observation during his stay on the 
front.

The 
aggressive selling movement which de- 
veloped during the middle of April ap- 

ed to culminate on the decline to 
4.60 for July contracts Mondry, which 
made a loss of about $46 per bale from 
the high record of April 4. 

Rallies followed which reflected the 
stronger technical position and cover- 
ing was stimulated by unfavorable 
crop advices and the failure of spot 
pressure to develop as rapidly as ex~ 
pected. The weekly report of the 
weather bureau indicating that the 


crop had made little or no progress 


during the week owing to low tem- 
peratures or rain, natura}! helped the 
rally which extended to 27.05 for July 
contracts on Thursday morning, mak - 
ing a recovery of 245 points or $12.25 


‘per bale from the lowest. 


‘The bulk of the buying on this ad- 
vance was attributed to covering of 
shorts, however, and the market weak- 
ened again toward the end of the week 
on prospects for better weather. The 
technical position had probably become 
easier on the rally owing to the reduc- 
tion in the short interests and prices 
yielded readily to 4a renewal of tite 
gelling movement with July touching 
24.87 during today’s trading.

_ Baker — Final Vote at 4 


Washington, May 8—An agreement 
to vote at 4 o’clock tomorrow on the 
conference report on the sedition Dill, 
penalizing disloyal acts and utterances, 
was reached late today by the senate 
after another day of attack on fea- 
tures alleged to limit freedom of speech 
and extending the postmaster general's 
mail censorship powers. 

Criticism of the measure was con- 
tinued by several senators led by Sen- 
ator Sherman, of Illinois, republican, 
who again assailed administration of- 
ficials, including Attorney General 
Gregory and Secretary Baker. The 
Illinois senator charged the attorney 
general with removing a Tennessee 
district attorney who, was proceeding 
under the alien enemy law against Ma- 
jor BE. B. Stahiman, publisher of The 
Nashville Banner. , 

Senator Norris, of Nebraska, also 
attacked the censorship clause and 
announced that he would move for its 
elimination. He said the power pro- 
posed for the postmaster general—to 
withhold mail he believed would vio- 
late the espionage laws—is too great 
to give any man. 

The censorship provision was de- 
fended by Senator King, of Utah, one 
of its authors, and Senator McCumber, 
of North Dakota, republican. The lat- 
ter declared that the legislation will 
not harm loyal Americans, but is need- 
ed to curb disloyalists. 

Power Too Great, Says Norris. 

Attacking the clause which would 
permit the postmaster general to de- 
cide what is unmalilable matter, Sena- 
tor Norris declared that the power 
conferred was too great for any one 
man. , 

"What a power this would be in the 
hands of an unscrupulous man in @ 
political campaign,” said Senator Nor- 


ris. “He could raise a slush fund that 
would make the Liberty Loan look like 
30 cents.” 

Senator King replied that the pro- 
vision would give the postmaster gen- 
eral no greater power than he had in 
peace times to stop fraudulent schemes. 

Senator Sherman said laws already 
existed to punish such men as W. D. 
Haywood, the I. W. W. leader, and A. 
C. Townley, head of the Non-Partisan 
league. 


lated literature “directly intended to

of war power,” while Townley “has 
uttered more seditious sentiment in 
the northwest than any I. W. W. out 
of Chicago.” 

Senator King interrupted to inquire 
if the farmer members of the Non-

“Many farmers are withdrawing 
from the league on learning about 
Townley,” replied Senator Sherman. 

Senator Reed, of Missouri, inter- 
rupted to say he offered no defense of 
Townley, but that the latter had de- 
nied before the senate military com- 
mittee that he had made statements 
attributed to him in the newspapers. 
Senator Sherman read a statement sign- 
ed by seventeen citizens of North Da- 
kota who declared Townley had said 
that “American autocracy dragged us 
into the war, that we did not want.”

leged statemen§{in an address at Jer- 
sey City some months ago that George 
Washington's soldiers “stole anything

B. StahIlman, publisher of The Nash- 
ville Banner, was an enemy alien. Sena- 
tor Sherman declared testimony show- 
ed that Major Stahlman is an enemy 
alien and that-his utterances before 
the war showed him to be, but that 
he had not been prosecuted.

Cases.

In directing. a decree against the 
company, the court found that the con- 
cern had eliminated competition among

,ers in the United States, purchasing 
j and selling its products, and had other- 
wise restrained trade and commerce by 
| bringing about an agreement that. re- 
,Sstrictions promulgated by the company 
‘with respect to re-sales, eee and 
| territory would be observed. Approxi- 
‘mately 110 wholesale distributors and 
| 7,000 retail dealers were affected, ac- 
cording to the court’s findings. 

The defendant, the findings contin- 
‘ued, had for many years restrained 
trade and commerce among the states 
/in talking machine recards and appli- 
‘ances by requiring distributors and 
'dealers handling its product not to use 
or permit the use of records or appli- 
,ances not produced by the Victory Talk- 
ge Marge = ne company. 

e injunction perpetually restrains 
the company and its agents from fur- 
\ther adhering to, or carrying out the 
contracts, understandings and agree- 
ments in restraint of trade and com- 
merce among the several states, and 
from bringing about or carrying out 
any similar contracts or combinations 
with any persons. 

Prohibition against restrictive or ter- 
ritorial agreements regarding re-sale 
prices, warnings to distributors and 
dealers, and refusal to sell defendant’s 
products to dealers failing to observe 
the restrictions, are included in the or- 
ders. The company also is enjoined 
from requiring wholesale and retail 
dealers selling its products to refrain 
from using or permitting to be used 
talking machines, records or appliances 
produced by rival manufacturers. 

The defendant company contended 
that at the time the license agreements 
complained-of were made ¢hey were 
lawful under the United ates su- 
preme court interpretation of the patent 
laws and the laws regulating com- 
merce. All outstanding licenses had 
been cancelled, they asserted, and no 
agreement or understandings with the 
vendees of its products had been made 
since the rendition of later decisions in 
other cases.

| UP TO SUPREME coURT 


| Arguments for the Associated 


Press and Hearst Service 
Are Concluded. | 


Washington, May 3.—Presentation of 
arguments on the petition of the In- 
ternational News Service—the Hearst 
service—for dissolution of injunctions 
restraining the organization from pi- 
rating Associated Press news was coni- 
pleted today in the supreme court. The 
case was taken under advisement and 
no indication was given as to when an 
opinion would be rendered. 

In presenting the Associated Press’ 
side of the cast, Frederick W. Lehmann, 
of St. Louis, urged the court to sus- 
tain the lower court in enjoining the 
Hearst service from taking Associated 
Press dispatches from bulletin boards 
and early editions of newspapers re- 
ceiving the Associated Press service. 
He contended there is a property right 
in news and that if that principle were. 
overturned, chaos would result, mak- 


ing impossible the establishment of a 
responsible system of gathering news. 


Lehmann for Associated Press. 


The case, Mr. Lehmann added, also 
involves the question of unfair compe- 
tition and the right to traffic in news 
which one organization has obtained at 
one 
who has paid nothing for it. He charg- 
ed the petitioner with piratical and un- 
lawful practices, and declared that if 
news “comes ito the public from tainted 
sources and by tainted means, the news 
itself will not escape contamination.” 

Senator Johnson, of California, in 
making the concluding argument for 
the Hearst service, argued that the 
very principles to which the Associated 
Press objects|in this suit, the taking of 
news by one organization and using it 
as its own by another, has been com- 
mon since time immemorial, and that 
both services| have been guilty of the 
same practice. He paid particular at- 
tention to the legal phases of the case, 
declaring the question of property right 
in news has been up for consideration 
before the courts in a number of in- 
stances. He cited the so-called Tribune 
suit in which The Chicago Tribune en- 
deavored ineffectually to prevent the 
Associated Press from carrying certain 
news items taken from a London news- 
paper durings the Boer war, and ef- 
forts of The New York Times and Lon- 
don Times to«senjoin certain New York 
newspapers from printing Rear Admi- 
ral Peary’s story of his trip to the 
north pole, to which exclusive rights 
had been obtained. 

In concluding his arguments, begun 
yesterday, Samuel Untermyer, of 
New York, for the Hearst service, de- 
nied that the question of unfair compe- 
tition entered ‘into the cage. 

Court Quizzes Untermyer. 


Asked by Justice Brandies if the 
question involved in the case was not 
one of unfair competition between the 
two news agencies, instead of. the 
broader question of property right in 
news, Mr. Unteymyer said there was no 
question of ufifair competition, There 
is no claim of subterfuge or misrep- 
reseritations involved, he said, but low- 
er court injunctions gives news a prop- 
erty right that not only affect the news 
gathered by the Associated Press, but 
also local news which the newspapers, 
members of that organization, collect 
and which is no use to the organiza- 
tion. As a result, he said, the order 
“enormously enlarges” the effect upon 
the property value of news so that it 
applied not only to fhe Associated 
Press as an organization, but to its 
members alike. 

“Aren’t you taking the news so you 
can give it to the public?” asked Jus- 
tice Pitney. 

Mr. Untermyer replied that the news 
was taken and‘sent out by the Inter- 
national News Service without any ef- 
fort being made to deceive the public, 
and that it was ‘to be published for the 
benefit of the public. 

“So does the Associated .Press,” 
quickly interjected Justice Pitney, “and 


ithey are spending money and time get- 


ting it.” : ; 

‘We stand on the proposition that 
this news was unreservedly given for 
the benefit of the public, and, having 
been published, and having it, we have 
a right to it,” ‘was the reply. 

He further argued that news matter 
is released upon publication, and that 
no limit is implied or expressed in the 
use of news.

“BUNE DRY” LAW URGED 
BY WOMEN OF AMERICA 


General Federation Also Asks 
That Women Be Given Suf- 
frage at Once. 


By Mary Carter Winter. 
Hot Springs, Ark., May 3.—(Special.) 
The culminating expression of patriot- 
ism at the biennial of the general fed- 


eration was the passage‘of a resolution 
Friday morning pledging members to 
use no wheat whatever between now 
and September. .~With but few excep- 
tions all delegate®by rising vote agreed 
in this way to contribute to the supply 
of the allied nations. 

Three other resolutions of 
and importance were passed. The first 
was the authorization of a telegram 
to the United States senators and rep- 
resentatives urging passage as a war 
measure of a national bone dry bill be- 
fore July 4. This: resolution went fur- 
ther and asked that every club in gen- 
eral federation set aside a special day 
on which to securewignatures to simi- 
lar telegram to representatives and sen- 
ators. ' 

Another resolution authorized a tele- 
gram to the senate asking that the fed- 
eral suffrage amendment now pending 
be passed immediately. 

Another resolution, providing that 
steps be taken to ‘secure the inclusion 
of suggestion of Mrs. Cowles in presi- 
dential recommendations .that the bu- 
reau of information of the federation be 
consolidated with new bureau of serv- 
ice recently established in Washington 
city, provoked long and involved argu- 
ment, as such action would eliminate 
from office Mrs. Mary I. Wood, who was 
appointed as chairman of bureau of ig- 
formation by Mrs. Sarah Platt Decker 
and is very efficient and weil beloved. 
The question was: finally referred to the 
board of directors with power act. 
Other recommendations were  post- 
poned until Saturday morning. 

Miss Helen Fraser, of England, made 
a powerful talk on war work of women 
of her country and in telling ‘what 
women of this country must expect, 
stated that 7,000,000 women are at work 
in England in all branches of industry 
and agriculture, ang that women of 
America must realize that war and 
every day routine, former luxuries and 
indulgence of self, ¢annot go together. 
The audience was greatly impressed. 

More Food Needed. 

In a very forceful address on food 
production and conservation Friday 
night at the biennial, Jane Addams, of 
Hull house, Chicago, urged upon wom- 
en of the General Federation the neces- 
sity for enlarging the food supply of 
the nation in order that the allied na- 
tions may have enough for subsis- 
tence. ; 

She outlined in brief the food situa- 
tion in Serbia, France, Italy, Rumania, 
Russia and America dividing the hun- 
gry world into three groups; European 
neutrals all suffering; central powers 
where food riots are becoming fre- 
quent, and allied nations with whom 
we have entered into obligations. 

She declared that in 22,000,000 Ameri- 
can kitchens waste must be eliminated, 
consumption reduced and substitution 
practiced. She discussed the work of 
the food administration in handling 
the problem. 

Her address following the close of 
two splendid talks by Miss. Helen 
Fraser, of England, on war work and

IN MEAT CONSUMPTION 


_ The national food administration at 
Washington has written A. M:; Soule, 
Georgia state administrator, asking 
that a campaign be waged to reduce 
the amount of meat per person con- 
sumed. The object is to conserve the 
meat supply for shi nt abroad to the 
army and our allies, without having to 
again resort to the inconvenience of 
meatiess days. The communication, 
which is from Administrator Herbert 
Hoover, is as follows: 

Food administration is extremely desirous 
of securing economy in consumption of all 
kinds of meats, without reinstallation of 
meatless days. Seasonal decline in volume of 
animals coming to market is now in progress 
and its volume will undoubtedly further de- 


crease during the next few months, as is 
usual. That probable amount of such de- 
creases is yet obscure. The necessity for 
shipments abroad to our army and allies are 
very large and amount roughly to 75,000,- 
000 pounds of meat and meat products of 
all kinds per week against prewar normal 
of less than 15,900.000 pounds. Even with 
these large shipments the allies have found 
it necessary to reduce consumption of all 
kinds of meats and poultry to an average 
of about 1% pounds per week per person, 
in order that no further draft should be 
made about shippigg that is now required 
for the transport of our soldiers. Our con- 
sumption of meat is about 8% pounds per 
week per Person and if we are to make ends 
balance during the short marketing season 
we must have further economy. If the public 
will continue in vigorous elimination of waste 
and will further ecenomize or reduce by re- 
duction quantities prepared for each meal of 
all kinds of meats and poultry, more particu- 
larly beef and will restrict their purchases
